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The Freeport Show. 


The First Annual Exhibition of the 
Freeport Poultry Association December 
16-18 was a success, even beyond the ex- 
pectations of its promoters. There were 
nearly five hundred birds of excellent 
quality, including many that were capable 
of makinga mark at the larger shows. 
The Maine State Poultry Association 
loaned the coops, which were very satis- 
factory and by their uniform size and neat 
appearance added to the attractiveness of 
the exhibits. 

The judging was done by the score 
card system, A.C. Hawkins and D. P. 
Shove officiating, and it is safe to say the 
birds were cut asclosely as the standard 
demands, which, by the way, is the proper 
application of the score card, and the 
only way its use or value can be sustained. 

The American classes brought out large 
entries including 79 birds in Barred Plym- 
outh Rocks, 66 Single Comb and 47 Rose 
Comb R. I. Reds, 46 White Wyandottes, 
40 Buff Plymouth Rocks, 19 White Plym- 
outh Rocks and 16 Buff Wyandottes. 

The Asiatics were lightly represented, 
and only a fair number of Mediterraneans 
appeared, while the Bantams came out to 
the number of 30.

F. S. Winslow had a good string of 
young stock, including the highest scor- 
ing pullet in the show. 

puff Wyandottes were not a strong 
class in number but there were several 
good specimens. 

Single Comb R. I. Recs were a strong 
class, with many birds of exceptional 
merit and competition very close between 
the leaders. In counting the points for 
display prize, Snow had 13, Elm Hill 
Dairy Farm 12, and Perkins 11. The 
first prize cock, cockerel and pullet were 
birds of especially good color, and well 
deserved the honorsawarded. The spec- 
ial for best shaped female was awarded 
to Mr. Morton’s 2d prize hen, a bird of 
typical shape and losing first prize only 
because of a slight fading due to heavy 
laying. F.C. Moulton had some good 
pullets in his pen which won 4th, while 
the special for three best pullets was 
awarded to Perkins, on pullets in his pen 
which was unplaced. 

Rose Comb R. I. Reds were quite a 
strong class, especially in young stock 
and included several birds worthy of a 
place in the largest shows. Geo. P. 
Coffin won first prizes on cock, hen, cock- 
erel, pullet and pen, which entitled him 
to the $25 silver cup for best display of 
R. I Reds. 


The pens shown by Waite and Averill 
were composed of birds of good quality, 
while Perkins, Ring, Coombs and Flint 
showed single birds of good quality. 

The Asiatic class was merely repre- 
sented, there being one pair each of 
Light Brahmas and White Langshans, 
one Black Langshan cock and four Dark 
Brahmas. The Dark Brahmas owned by 
C. W. Bennett were of good shape and 
color, and though young were a very 
promising lot. 

Rose Comb Brown Leghorns were rep- 
resented by a pen from Mr. E. A. Clark, 
and the principal prizes on Single Comb 
Browns were won by Elm Hill Dairy 
Farm with a choice string of birds. 

The Rose Comb Whites were a nice 
lot throughout, H. E. Coffin winning the 
$10 cup for best display in Mediterranean 
class. Single Comb Whites were few in 
numbers but of good quality. 

Some good Buff Leghorns were shown 
by E. T. Perkins and Josiah Fitz. 

The Blue Andalusians attracted con- 
siderable attention, and while it is ac- 
knowledged to be a difficult variety to 
breed winners, it is still harder to buy 
them. At least one exhibitor says so. 

A few good Buff Orpingtons were 
shown, and although young showed good 
quality. 

Game fowl were represented by two 
pairs of Black Breasted Reds, the first 
prize birds being of the exhibition type, 
while the others were good specimens for 
the pit class. 


Some good Bantams were shown of 
each variety in Golden Sebright, Buff and 
White Cochin, Fogg and Lunt dividing 
the honors on Buffs, the other varieties 
being shown by Geo. P. Coffin, who won 
the silver cup for best display in .the 
Bantam class, 


Eureka Poultry Farm had some good 
ducks, guineas, turkeys and geese, E. A. 
Clark also having some fine Embden 
geese. 

The exhibition as a whole was a good 
one, and the members of the Association 
may well feel proud of such a successful 
show, and will strive to have one even 
better and jarger next year. 


The Fair Price. 
(Written for the Eastern Poultryman.) 


Brother Wellcome’s article ‘‘What Is a 
Fair Price?’’ in the October PouLtrRy- 
MAN reminds me of some of my experi- 
ences. 

I would like to know if his idea and 
mine, of ‘‘Farmer Brown,’’ are alike. I 
wonder if ‘‘Farmer Brown’”’ has a poultry 
house, or do his fowls live in the barn 
and roost on the beams? Does he take a 
poultry paper, or did he ever attend a 
poultry show? I think not; neither does 
he take much stock in book learning; nor 
could he tell whether Cuba or the Philip- 
pine Islands are east, west, north or 
south; nor could he tell whether Glad- 
stone was an Englishman ora Dutchman. 
He may have a few thousand dollars, 
which he has saved by a general system 
of ‘“‘deaconing’’ apples and eggs, and 
mowing Saturday afternoon so he can get 
it in Sunday. 

Perhaps some of the readers of the 
POULTRYMAN may remember an exhibit 
of dressed poultry at the Lewiston show in 
December, rgot. 
plucked, skin torn, tumors on side of 
breast bone caused by roosting on a nar- 
row roost said to be ‘“‘laths nailed up,’’ 
finger marks in skin on neck, where a 
hand had held the fowl during the killing, 
causing the blood to settle, and last but 
not least blood and a few feathers stuck 
on the neck near the end where it was 
tied. Such an exhibit was there and it 
is needless to say that it did not get any 
ribbons or praise, yet it commanded con- 
siderable attention although right along- 
sideand all around were beautiful exhibits. 

I happened to be in the room at one 
time when the owner of this particular 
exhibit was present, talking to another 
gentleman. I do not remember his 
words but his tone was anything but 
pleasant,— he could not understand why 
his fowls were not as good as others, yet 
I dare say that if I should serve those 
fowls in my little summer hotel it would 
cause me to lose patronage. 

Having started with the R.I. Redsa 
few years ago, and wishing to introduce 
some new blood to improve my stock, 
Isent toa gentleman interested in the 
Reds and got a fine cockerel at $5.00. 
In my immediate neighborhood people 
do not pay much attention to poultry ex- 
cept to set a few hens and then let them 
care for themselves in a greater or less 
degree. So the news spread that Eli 
Wadsworth had sent off and bought a 
“rooster” and paid $5.00 for him A few 
days later one good lady heard a gentle- 
man asking me about the bird, the price 
etc. She said ‘‘Well I don’t want any 
$5.00 roosters around me,”’ nevertheless 
she was glad to exchange two sittings of 
eggsin the spring when I had some to 
spare. Also, this last spring a family sent 
and wanted a sitting of eggs—in June, I 
think it was. In November I asked how 
the Reds were and the reply was ‘‘Well, 
I guess they’ll look like yours when their 
feathers get growed out.’’ Poor little 
chicks, they must have lived on dew drops 
and faith. 


Several fowls poorly | 


There are very many people who fail 
entirely to comprehend the laws of nature. 
They cannot see why a rooster that hap- 
pens to look ‘“‘smart,’”? even though he 
may have the blood of several varieties 
in his veins, is not just as good to breed 
from as a bird from carefully selected 
stock, bred with some special object in 
view. 

Everyone should know that while ‘‘like 
begets like’’ yet there are probably never 
two just alike, and itis well that nature 
has so arranged it, thus giving a chance 
to improve and also an equal chance to 
deteriorate. Unfortunately, animals and 
fowis anless advanced and improved by 
wise and skilful selections of breeding 
stock combined to produce some special 
result will invariably deteriorate and be- 
come ‘‘scrubs,’’ partially reverting back 
to the original state as far as usefulness 
is concerned. 

Yet thousands of people will go on and 
breed haphazard, to a Leghorn cock one 
year maybe, and a Brahma the next, and 
will scoff at those who will take the ex- 
pense and burden of introducing good 
blood into their flocks with some object 
in view, and they will keep on raising 
birds that would gracea department of 
Barnum ’s show. 

We all know how difficult it is to do 
business with such peopie, and we can 
look forward with pleasure to the time 
wnen they have learned that it costs to 
produce something extra fine in quality.

Rhode Island Reds for Utility. 
(Written tor the Eastern Poultryman.) 


There is good money in the market 
poultry business when well managed. I 
recently enjoyed a call at a market plant 
conducted by two ladies who are finding 
the business profitable as well as health- 
ful. Nothing but well bred fowls, S. C. 
R. I. Red, are kept. The summer pro- 
ducts are marketed at the beaches, the 
balance of the year Boston is the market. 
Two hundred or more layers are kept. 

The Barred Plymouth Rocks were kept 
at first, but many yearling hens dropped 
dead off the roosts with no apparent 
cause, so that a change seemed advisable, 
and a start was made with Reds of good 
stock, which are now kept exclusively 
with very satisfactory results. _ 

They usually have many of their pul- 
lets laying at five months of age but this 
year they are slower In reachIng laying 
maturity as unavoidable circumstances 
interfered with the work of growing 
them. Experience has shown these ladies 
that if the pultets are wanted to lay 
young they must be fed for laying from 
the time they are hatched.

Facts As I Have Found Them. 
V. 
BY THE COLONEL. 

Now, while the poultry shows are in 
full blast, or some perchance have been 
blasted (?) , and others have made all 
their arrangements and are waiting for 
the entries to come in, we may as well 
give some consideration to the numerous 
questions that arise in connection with 
the shows. 

In my last article( November issue), I 
called attention to the arrangement of 
premium lists which is an important fac- 
tor in securing entries, thereby determin- 
ing the size of the show. The rules and 
regulations of the show should be put 
in the plainest language possible so that 
no misconstruction of their intent can be 
made, and every exhibitor should be held 
to a strict obedience of them. 

Have the date for closing the entries 
set far enough in advance of’the show so 
the secretary may beable to attend to 
the great amount of work that is neces- 
sary in arranging cards, tags and labels, 
booking the entries, etc. A week or ten 
days is really necessary fora proper ar- 
rangement of these details in order to 
have no ‘‘hitches’’ when the show is 
opened. 

Make a distinct announcement in your 
premium list and other advertising, of the 
tine when the entries will close, and 
when that time arrives close them, thus 
using all exhibitors alike, and not allow 
one to learn what another has entered 
until the entries have closed. 

Some years ago it was considered 
necessary to withold the name of the ex- 
hibitor until after the birds have been 
judged, but those who have had experi- 
ence with a few shows run on that prin- 
ciple usually decide in favor of employing 
judges in whom they have confidence, 
who will judge the birds and not the 
owners. Nearly all the poultry judges 
are honest men and it matters not to 
them whether the birds belong to Smith 
or Brown, but the public whose attend- 
ance furnishes the gate money, are given 
to understand that the dishonest exhib- 
itor would be in collusion with the judge 
except for the rule that no names can 
appear upon the coops. 

The management do not inform the 
unsuspecting public that for a week be- 
fore the show the exhibitor knows the 
number of the coop in which his birds 
are to be caged, and that he might readi- 
ly inform the judge if he so desired. 

The up-to-date show management pre- 
fers that the exhibitors get all the adver- 
tising value possible from their exhibits, 
and accordingly places the name and 
address upon the coops from the open- 
ing until the close of the show. 

In some of the shows, like Boston and 
New York this is not done, for the reason 
that aspecial catalogue of the exhibition 
is for sale and pays the association a good 
profit, since it is necessary for the visitors, 
even the third or fourth day of the show, 
to invest in a catalogue in order to learn 
who owns the birds in any particular coop. 

The sale of the catalogue is the reason 
for these great and progressive shows to 
cling to a custom that is so far behind 
the times, and it never had any other 
valid reason for its existence. 

When we admitthe public to our shows 
it becomes our duty to see that they have 
their money’s worth, and if they are ad- 
mitted before the judging is completed 
they see an array of birds with no dis- 
tinguishing marks and naturally will go 
away dissatisfied with the show, and fail 
to speak the good word that will bring in 


their neighbors. In some of the shows 
the name of the variety is not placed on 
the coop, and while the fanciers do not 
mind the omission the visitors who are 
not fanciers cannot tell what breeds are 
shown. 

The objectof poultry shows in general 
is to show the birds to the public and 
interest them in the study of poultry cul- 
ture,and from first to last this idea should 
be uppermost in the minds of the pro- 
moters of the show. They should study 
how to attract-the people to the show, 
and one of the best ways to attract them 
is to arrange in advance some induce- 
ments for the breeders of the rare as well 
as the common varieties to make good 
entries. 

Of course the show management will 
get the most direct returns from those 
classes which are best filled. The Plym- 
outh Rock entry fees will pay a profit 
over and above the amount required to 
settle for the premiums awarded, but 
under the plan outlined in my last con- 
tribution to these columns even the new, 
or rare varieties will pay their way, and 
when this is done and the various classes 
are well represented the show will bea 
success, in the minds of the public, and if 
Mr. Jones who came fifty miles with his 
string of Hamburgs won but four dollars 
in prize money, but made fifty dollars 
worth of sales, besides an inestimable 
amount of advertising, the show was a 
successful one for him and he is glad he 
came, and will be there again next year, 
and his neighbors Brown, Smith and 
White will each send some of their Dork- 
ings, Polish and Spanish and try to do as 
well as Jones had done. 

Besides catering to the wishes of the 
fanciers, the show management may well 
devote some efforts to getting an exhibit 
of utility poultry, dressed poultry and 
eggs, for in these things the public 
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will be interested, and many a specimen | 


of dressed poultry may be secured from 
those who would 
show for its fancy part alone, but when 
once interested as exhibitors will study 
the live birds and perhaps purchase 
something that appeals to their eye, and 
will awaken in them a desire to raise 
some stock fit for the next show. In this 
way the number of fanciers and buyers 
will be increased, and as each one has 
friends to whom he may introduce his 


fad or fancy, the interest in this work | 


will be spread through the community 
and much good may result therefrom. 
Keep up the interest in the shows, for 
these exhibitions are the fanciers’ harv- 
ests even though he does not always 
return home ‘‘bringing in the sheaves.”

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Mash Foods. 


Mash food is the most expensive of all 
that are used because more of it can be 
made use of in the same time than any 
other fodd. It passes more quickly into 
the intestine and is used in the manufac- 
turing department much faster than are 
other and harder foods. 


Ilttle of its value is wasted as it passes 
through the body. The real value of the

of eggs could not consume an equivalent 
in hard grains. It would not be possibie 


for them to grind enough hard grain to | 


provide all that is needed to sustain their 
bodies, keep them warm in winter, and 
produce the eggs. 

For these reasons the mash is made use 
of to aid in the continous grinding of 
the food supply and for the same reason 
it is good for the growing fowls. It 
helps them to grow bone, body and 
feather faster than they could ona grain 
diet alone. The more quickly the food 
can be handled, and the more of it they 
can consume properly and completely, 
the faster will the young grow and the 
more eggs will the hens produce if prop- 
erly handled. The best mixture for mash 
food is ground oats, ground corn, bran, 
middlings, some clover meal and meat 
We should use a part by measure of the 
grain and clover-meal and enough meat 
scrap to make one-tenth at least of the 
whole day’s rations foreach hen. Would 
feed the mash at noon and feed it warm, 
not hot. When cooked, all the vegetables 
and scraps of same should be cooked 
in with the mash. Cut the vegetables 
small and mix well into the mash. Feed 
all they will eat of this once a day. 

During the winter months the morning 
and evening meal should be of whole 
grain. This should always be thrown in- 
to the litter of straw for them to dig and 
hunt and scratch for. Wheat, oats and 
millet-seed are splendid for the morning 
meal. This gives them a lot of small 
grains to hunt and dig after and will 
keep them busy till noon, when the mash 
should be given. About three or four 
o’clock throw ina full feed of broken 
corn or whole corn, barley and wheat in- 
to the straw for them to hunt and dig 
after. This will keep them busy till dark 
if the litter is plenty and deep. More 
benefit comes from the exercise than one 
would think. It is the exercise that im- 
parts health and vigor and this is the real 
secret of winter egg-production. Those 
who have this kind of labor for their hens 
to perform to earn their living get plenty 
of winter eggs; those who neglect it do 
not and it is far better to have a foot and 
a half of straw for them to dig in thana 
thin covering of straw that does not call 
for much labor to find the grain. It is 
the very hard, constant labor of digging 
all day that imparts the health and vigor 
that have so much to do with the egg- 
yield.—M/uil and Empire. 


Breeding and Rearing Turkeys. 


Columns have been written upon this 
subject and each breeder has his or her 
particular method, but it matters not in 
what way we care for our flocks, we all 
seek the same goal, success. Some are 
satisfied with numbers, but the up-to- 
date breeder wants quality, even though 
his flock is small. 

First, we must have good vigorous 
breeding stock, and if a fancier, well- 
marked birds. The breeding birds to be

vigorous should be reared with the tur- 
key mother, allowed to range over field 
and meadow and gather their own food, 
at least the goodly part of it. There are 
few if any capable of feeding a young 
turkey, to say nothing of providing this 
food in a manner so that the young birds 
will obtain the proper amount of exer- 
cise, which latter problem is yet un- 
solved. We have read turkey lore and 
in the first few years of our experience 
used various methods, but have finally 
come to the conclusion that the less we 
meddle with the turkey mother’s method 
of rearing her young the better off we 
are in the fall. 

We set most of the eggs (all the early 
ones) under chicken hens, and do this to 
save the eggs, as early in the season they 
disappear from a turkey’s nest in various 
ways. When the poults hatch, give them 
to a turkey hen that has been setting a 
couple of weeks or so, confine them for a 
few days till the young have become tame 
and commenced to eat, but do not feed 
them anything in the way of grain food 
tilltwoor three days old. Itis best to 
have the pen include some green vegeta- 
tion, also a little sand or fine grit. The 
time for feeding the first meal depends 
on the poults. If they have digested the 
yelk they will be slim and active, other- 
wise they will not be. 

We feed chick food, at first a mash, 
later in connection with whole grain. 
We of course use a particular brand, but 
no doubt most any of the standard foods 
are just as good. We have no time for 
boiling eggs, making cottage cheese, etc, 
Many do and anyone can that likes, as it 
is all right. The main thing about feed- 
ing is not to overdo the work. When 
the hen is set at liberty, feed very little, 
don’t be afraid she will hurt the poults 
trailing them through wet grass or letting 
them drown in the spring shower. 
will do nothing of the kind. 


her up too long, or the poults will de 
pend too much on you for food, and not 
hunt for it as instinct teaches them, and 
you will have to keep up the feeding 
more regular and longer. When lice 
make their appearance, which they are 
sure to do as soon as the poults get wing 
feathers, go after them once a week with 
good insect powder. Keep this up sev- 
eral weeks, until you have them well 
killea off and the poults have a good 
start on life’s journey. Last but not least, 
see that the old hen brings her flock on 
your premises to roost. Don’t confine 
her to small quarters, let her select the 
particular spot in your orchard, meadow 
or pasture. She will appreciate being 
permitted to select her own particular 
spot and will not change it but a few 
yards or rods at most, and when the 
young are ready to fly up on a perch she 
will no doubt bring them home, but if 
she does not, see that she does. 

Many breeders have a time getting 
their turkeys to roost at home, and have 
in some instances discarded the hand- 
some bronze for smaller birds, thinking 
them more domesticated. We never 
raised any breed save the bronze, and it 
is very seldom we have to drive a flock 
home. To be sure if one is located with- 
ina few yards of a public road and have 
no groves or orchards, with near neigh- 
bors who have, their turkeys are liable to 
cause some trouble, but good water, 
plenty of grit (a turkey never knows when 
it has enough of the latter ) and a little 
feed at night will bring a turkey home. 
Many breeders never make a home for 
their turkeys, hence like many members 
of human families they seek other places. 
When the weather begins to get cold and 
the birds cease to make long journeys 
over the fields, begin to feed grain, very 
sparingly at first, then increase. Aim to 


She| have your birds in good condition when 
Don’t keep! you are ready to market them, but if in 
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this flock are your next year’s breeders, 
get rid of the market birds as early as 
possible, and do nor keep the breeding 
stock too fat all winter, as this has a ten- 
dency to bring on indigestion, liver 
trouble, etc., and not only cause you to 
lose many old birds before next season 
closes, but will weaken the young, caus- 
ing a large per cent of them to die before 
they reach maturity. The breeder is not 
always to blame if he does not raise a 
goodly flock each season; climatic con- 
ditions which we are unable to guard 
against have much to do with this. We 
breeders now have our third bad season 
in succession; this we all know from the 
price turkeys have commanded, and if all 
locations have suffered the loss of young 
poults that this one has the price for 
turkeys will not go down this season. 
The past spring and summer were so cold 
that there was no insect life to speak of, 
we have not seena grasshopper as we 
remember the whole season. Probably 
they had plenty west of the Mississippi 
river, but this part of Illinois has not; but 
turkey breeders must not get discouraged 
next season may be a banner one.—A. Ff.

The Best Breed for the City Lot. 


How often we hear the remark ‘‘Con- 
found that old dunghill hen, there she is 
over the fence again, destroying Mrs.— 
garden. I wonder where she gets out. 
It does not seem possible she can fly 
over a 6 -foot fence.’’ and upon investiga- 
tion it is discovered that she clears the 
fence without any trouble. It was only 
the other day a similar remark came to 
my ears while visiting a friend. This is 
very annoying and disagreeable to both 
the owner and neighbors and very 
often makes enemies between them. 
Where on the other hand if a breed were 
selected more adopted to close confine- 
ment this would not occur. 

I would suggest that one of the heavy 
breeds would answer the purpose exceed- 
ingly well for the city lot, either the Brah- 
mas, Cochins or Langshans, whichever 
would take the eye of the prospective fan- 
cier, as to laying qualities they range 
about the same. The breeds in question 
will not attempt to fly over a fence four 
feet high, and bear confinement well. 
With a few dollars invested fora setting 
or two of eggs from some good reliable 
breeder will enable one to get a good 
foundation to build upon, but to establish 
a quicker and more profitable foundation 
and a start, I would suggest to purchase 
a trio or.pen of the above mentioned 
breeds. Your hens would be shelling 
eggs for you while the eggs you pur- 
chased would only be hatching, and you 
are running chances of receiving a good 
hatch, as there is no breeder who can 
guarantee eggs, and you would undoubt- 


edly have a setting or two for sale should 


an opportunity present itself, thereby get- 
ing some returns on money invested on 
the stock, and at the same time realizing 
a better figure on your eggs than yon 
would on your dunghills, and would be 
quite an item towards the feed bill. It 
costs no more to feed a half dozen fancy 
fowls than it does to feed the same 
amount of common trash. It also creates 
a pleasure, and more parties should inter- 
est themselves and add to their recreation 
a half dozen orso of fancy birds, and if 
not interested yourselves give the children 
an opportunity to make a little pin money 
which can readlly be done, secure for

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MARKET DUCKS. 


The Best for General Purpose Use Upon 
the Farm. 


Throughout the country there is much 
more of a general inclination for the hav- 
ing of a full supply ofall kinds of domes- 
tic poultry including turkeys and water 
fowls. Many are looking about contin- 
ually for a better class of table poultry in 
this line. In looking for practical infor- 
mation along these lines we have discov- 
ered a very fine quality of table duck that 
is produced through the crossing of a 
Pekin Drake with the Muscovy Duck. 
One striking peculiarity of this cross is 
that the eggs will hatch anywhere from 
twenty-eight to thirty-three or thirty-four 
days, as stated by those who grow them. 
We saw recently some of these ducks 
running with the Muscovy mother that 
were about four days old. Others run- 
ning about with hens that were from six 
weeks to two months old. They are ota 
peculiar color, a mixture of dark gray 
streaked or marked with a darker brown, 
shaped very much like the Muscovy Duck 
with a more refined or duck-like head. 
These we were informed would grow into 
seven to nine pounds of weight by Christ- 
mas, and they are a most desirable kind 
of meat for the table. They are not 
nearly so soft nor greasy as is natural to 
the Pekin Duck nor are they so harsh 
and coarse as is natural to a well-matured 
Muscovy Duck. We would not have 
believed that such a cross could be made 
successful, had we not seen the same 
with our own eyes and have in our pos- 
session a photograph taken of the mother- 
duck with her young brood. 

The Blue Swedish Duck has proven to 
bea most valuable table fowl. Their 
meat is solid, rich, and very tender. 
There is an absence of the coarse, greasy 
taste of which some of our ducks are pos- 
sessed. They are of quick growth, sturdy 
and easy to handle, and will live almost 
anywhere that a duck can be kept. They 


are about the size of the Rouen or Pekin 
Duck, in color blue like the Andalusian 
hen. We do not know of any duck that 
so nearly resembles them as a table fowl 
as does the Black Cayuga Duck. Both 
of these are the finest of table meat. 

The Pekin Duck has gained the highest 
reputation throughout the world as the 
quick-producing broiler duck. There is 
no other duck, in fact we do not know of 
any other fowl, that will withstandin such 
a degree so artificially a mode of hatch- 
ing, rearing and growing as do the Pekin 
Ducks. Thousands upon thousands of 
them are grown every year for broiler 
ducks and they are grown to dress at 
from nine to ten and a half pounds per 
pair at ten weeks old. Many-have tried 
to grow these broiler ducks and _ failed, 
while many more have succeeded beyond 
all expectations. The producing ot 
broiler ducks is a business the same as 
the growing ofa large number of hogs 
and sheep. Anyone can succeed in grow- 
ing a few chickens with either the chick- 
en-hen or a mother-duck, but when you 
come to the process of growing from 
twenty to forty thousand of these broiler 
ducks in one season, it is a business that 
had better be left to the management of 
those who fully understand it. 

The Pekin Duck is not so good a mar- 
ket duck when grown under natural con- 
ditions as are many others. The Indian 
Runner might be called the egg-produc- 
ing duck, as they have the reputation of 
laying from one hundred to 120 eggs ina 
season, beginning very early in the spring 
and continuing down to the summer 
months. They are rather a small-sized 
duck weighing about eight pounds tc the 
pair at maturity, body-color light fawn or 
gray throughout. 


Of alk the ducks for general-purpose 
use we should prefer the Rouen. They 
are colored like the Wild Mallard Duck, 
are of good size, thrifty and prolific. 
Their meat is very desirable for roasting 
during the winter months, being solid 
and thickly iaid on, and they are always 
in good condition where fairly well cared 
for. These with the Aylesbury are the 
favored ducks of England, and have been 
constantly grown for roasting ducks. 
While they are no better for the purpose 
than are the Pekin Ducks, there are dis- 
tinguishing qualities in each that are val- 
uable. When selecting ducks for table 
purpose select those that are best for 
broilers if you wish broiler ducks, at the 
same time select those for roasters when 
you are seeking roasting ducks. 

There is another valuable duck which 
is being lost sight of and that is the Mus- 
covy Duck. There are two varieties ot 
these, the Colored and the White. The 
male of this breed of ducks is considera- 
bly larger than the female, butif it is pos- 


sible to make use of the Muscovy Duck | 
crossed with the Pekin Duck to produce | 


a mongrel duck, as is produced the mon- 
grel goose, we have a new and _ valuable 
acquisition to the water fowl family. 
This is a matter that may be well consid- 


ered by those who grow a large number | 
Rhode | 


of market geese throughout 
Island and other New England States. 
The Muscovy Duck has not been consid- 
ered by them to be a very valuable duck. 
The same may be said of them as of the 
wild or Canadian Goose, but it has been 
so conclusively proven that the cross of 
the Canadian Goose with others produces 
the best of table geese that it might be 
well for those interested in this business 
to carefully investigate and consider the 
value of the cross that might be made 
with Muscovy and Pekin Ducks and the 


Muscovy and any other ducks which 
might prove more valuable than will the 
Pekin. . 

Having been so thoroughly satisfied in 
my own mind as to the value of this 
cross I deem it advisable to remind some, 
for a careful and reasonabletrial. When 
this is done, if done, the warning should 
be remembered that the eggs from such 
a cross will not hatch so soon as will the 
Pekin eggs nor does it take so long to 
hatch them as it does the Muscovy eggs. 
The period of incubation for the Pekin 
Duck and other ducks is four weeks, 
while for the Muscovy duck it is five 
weeks, and it seems to take from four to 
five weeks for these eggs in hatch when 
crosses are made. One nest full of eggs 
from such a cross broke hatch on the 
twenty-ninth day and the last duckling 
came from one of the eggs four days 
later, showing the certainty of the exact 
period for their hatching.— 7he Feather. 


Pigeons Ideal Pets. 


The keeping of, breeding and exhibit- 
ing of fancy pigeons isa hobby, a pure, 
innocent and wholesome hobby. It is 
indulged in by young and old, men and 
women. The laborer, the doctor, the 
business man, the minister of the Gospel, 
and the millionaire all fancy the feathered 
beauties and delight in taking care of 
them, studying their habits and watching 
their graceful movements. They keep 
them for pastime, recreation from busi- 
nes cares, and to have some beautiful 
pets around the place. The parents get 
them for the boys to keep them at home; 
they are the most fascinating of all pets 
for the boys, and instead of running 
around on the streets, getting inall kinds 
of mischief, they will be staying at home 
taking care of and playing with their pets. 
The breeding of them is a study of 
nature, to watch the youngsters develop 
the different shapes and colors and form- 
ation of feathers is certainly very fascin- 
ating and attractive, probably more so 
than any other pet stock. 

While the keeping of fancy pigeons is 
one of the most innocent and pleasurable 
hobbies, it isalso an inexpensive one. It 
does not take a fancy building to keep 
them in; it is not expensive to feed them; 
it does not take very much time to take 
care of them. A pair of pigeons can be 
bought as cheap as anything else in the 
way ofanice pet, and cheaper than lots 
of other pets. Therefore the poor man 
or boy can have them as well as the rich. 
| Where, for want of means, no suitable 
| building can be had, anything else will 
|do. A corner of the barn loft, an old 
woodshed, or even a large box set up on 
| legs willanswer very well, Their main 
food being corn, wheat and kaffir corn, 
which is not expensive, makes them easy 
keepers. As any number may be kept 
in one place, there is not more than one 
place to feed and water, and as they will 
eat nomore than what they need, they 
need be fed only once a day, enough to 
last them all day; watering is compara- 
tively easy also. 
| AS to variety we can suit the most fas- 
tidious. They are bred in an almost 
numberless variety of shapes and colors. 
Each distinct in formation, shape of head, 
body, tail, wings and legs. In some of 
the leading varieties we have as high as 
twenty different colors, making so many 
| sub-varieties. A person not pleased with 
| just the plain white Fantail, tor instance, 

can have the same also in black, blue, 
red and yellow solid. Hecan have the 
| white Fantail with saddlebacks in all the 
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above colors, then again a pure white 
body with black, red, blue or yellow tail, 
so that we may have a collection of prob- 
ably twenty-five different colors in the 
Fantail family alone. Then comes the 
Jacobin in five or six different colors, 
then the Pouter, Carrier, Tumbler, Mag- 
pie, Turbit, Swallow, Homer and several 
more, each infrom four to ten different 
colors and make-ups. 

Asa rule pigeons are very hardy, if 
reasonable care is taken as to feeding, 
watering and housing; especially so with 
birds which can be allowed their liberty, 
and that should be the case whenever it 
is possible to do so. Where they must 
be kept in confinement, they should have 
a wire cage as large as possible, so they 
may have some exercise, and they must 
be supplied with such as grit, sand, green 
food, etc., which they would find if flying 
loose and which tends to keep them in 
good fhealth. They are very clean in 
their habits, and unless they are very 
crowded in their abode it is very little 
work to keep them clean. They are very 
thankful for a bath, and it should be 
given them as often as possible, as it 
keeps their plumage in fine shape and 
also rids them of vermin, thereby helping 
to keep them feeling good and healthy.

you cannot resist or break away, but you 
look forward for the next opportunity to 
show your birds. A war of opinion sets 
you thinking after your birds have been 
returned home and as you have learned 
all their weak points you at once discover 
that you are not up to snuff to win along- 
side of good specimens, and you com- 
mence to realize that something must be 
done to improve vour stock. You set to 
work and look up some good reliable 
breeder in order to get prices on his 
stock, and you realize by this time that 
cheap birds are a failure, so you use your 
knowledge to best advantage and put all 
your spare money into one or two first- 
‘class specimens, and when another show 
has disappeared your birds come home 
with honors, and this is the time you will 
have no trouble disposing of your surplus 
eggs and stock. The show roomisa 
speedy educator. Progressiveness of to- 
day is due more to the efforts of the live 
breeder than any other factor, and great 
precaution should be taken in selecting 
and mating, and cull closely. It must be 
understood that fowls must be kept free 
from vermin, and in order to secure the 
best conditions of laying stock, whole- 
some food and good clean water and 
houses are absolutely essential. Every 
poultryman should understand this per- 
fectly. Birds should also have plenty of 
exercise when confined; this can be done 
by throwing the grain in the litter so they 
will have to scratch forit. And you will 
be astonished what progress you have 
made since you have disposed of the 
dunghill hens. 

This can also be discussed at home 
while sitting around the table in the 
evening to good advantage and as the 
years roll by you have not only madea 
record for yourself, but by this time your 
birds are paying a larger part of your 
butcher and grocer bills. 

The growth of the poultry business is 
not surprising when one considers these 
facts, for self-preservation, being nature’s 
first law, the support and consequent 
preservation of the life breeder is the 
second.—American Poultry Advocate. 


Waterfowls. 


What wonderful improvement has been 
made in this class of fowls in the last few 
years, and it is a class that does not re- 
ceive the attention that it should at the 
fairs and shows and by the poultry papers 
over the country. One who is constantly 


handling them cannot help noticing the} 


changes that have taken place in the last 
ten to fifteen years. 

Take for example the Toulouse geese. 
What strides have been made in size and 
color! AsIheard a man say not long 
since at a prominent show where the 
competition was strong in this class, ‘‘Say 
friend, what kind of geese do you call 
that?’’ When I answered, ‘‘Toulouse,’’ 
he said, ‘‘Why, I raised that kind twenty 
years ago and they were not more than 
half the size of those, so I thought it 
must be some new kind.’’ He could 
hardly quit commenting upon their in- 
creased size. 

That set me to tainking and I believe 
he was about right. There have been 
great changes wrought by careful breed- 
ing and judicious mating, not only of this 
variety but of others as well. The Emb- 
dens have become great white wonders 
in the waterfowl kingdom. They, how- 
ever, are not quite so prolific as the 
Toulouse. 

Then we have the Chinas with their 
graceful bodies, beautifully arched necks, 
and knob bedecked heads. They have 
inproved, too, in the length of the neck, 
and in the slender and snaky appearance 
of the same, with its graceful arch. We 
see also much better shaped knobs, 
smoother and set more evenly on the 
head, than in years gone by. Their bodies 
should be plump and rounded and some- 
what egg-shaped, and not at all deep or 
let-down like the Toulouse:or Embden. 
They are what might be termed the Ban- 
tams among geese. 

When we-‘turn to the ducks, we see 
improvement on all sides. In the old re- 
liable Pekins we notice the great increase 
in size, something always noticeable to 
the breeder of a few years ago, and they 
are quick to note the fact whenever they 
see them on exhibition. The pure-yellow 
beak that was so rare a few years ago at- 
tracts attention at all times. Of course 
it is hard to get even yet, for they are 
quite prone to run into the old rut and 
come striped with dark, 

The Rouen has increased in size to 
some extent and has made great improve- 
ment in its exquisite markings and bright 
colors. 

Then we have the crested duck, which 
has made good improvement, producing 
more good crests both in size and shape 
than of yore. But there is good. room 
for improvement yet when it comes to 
uniform chests. Take the waterfowl class 
as awhole, however, there has been very 
decided improvements all along the line 
during the past twenty years, and itis but 
just they should have due credit given 
them, which has been so lightly be- 
stowed in recent years. 

In many sections of the country the 
waterfowl industry is one of importance 
and receives a good deal of attention. 
Exhibits are made at the fairs where 
there is great rivalry as to who shall win 
this time. 

The Toulouse goose and the Pekin 
duck are the practical pair to tie to. One 
who is not familiar with the business and 
methods around the cities of Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia, Buffalo, Chica- 
go and Cincinnati in the line of duck 
raising would hardly believe the facts if 
they were told them. The Pekin duck is 
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raised simply by the thousands and sold 
when about ten weeks to three months 
old in these markets at good prices, too. 
This business is all handled by incuba- 
tors and brooder houses. I should like 
to see more of it in the south. It would 
do us good all around, both the producer 
and the consumer. A broiler duck is 
one of the finest table delicacies yet pro- 
duced. Those who have never tried them 
do not know how much they have 
missed in their lives so far. 

Why not some one go to putting fine 
broiler Pekin ducks on the markets of 
some of the Southern cities and note the 
result.—Ohio Poultry Journat.

Fat Hens Bring Good Prices. 


With all the abuse that can be heaped 
upon a fat hen because she does not lay, 
she brings more in the market than any 
other kind of poultry except the turkey, 
and at times the difference in favor of the 
turkey is very little. As the consumers 
are willing to pay good prices for fat 
hens, it is best to sell them as soon as 
they cease laying , ifin a very fat condi- 
tion, as the time required to get such 
hens to the proper condition for laying 
again may be weeks, or even months. 
The best time to sell is when you have 
the article the consumer requires, and 
just now the fat hen is in demand.

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Fall and Winter Layers. 


If in doubt as to what breed is best for 
this purpose no time should be lost in 
deciding. The breeds that stand the cold 
the best are the Plymouth Rocks, Lang- 
shans,. Wyandottes and Brahmas, and 
therefore they are the best layers for 
winter where the weather is cold. 

The Langshans are one of the best of 
fowls for fall and winter laying. They lay 
a large brown egg, and their flesh is very 
fine eating for it is tender and juicy with 
a fine flavor. They are a strong and 
healthy fowl, and zero weather has no 
terrors for them. All the above named 
fowls are considered the very best, and 
each breed has its admirers. Ifa breeder 
wishes to be successful, he should choose 
a breed that he admires very much, for 
then he will be apt to give more atten- 
tion to his fowls, and every little thing 
helps to get all there is out of the hens. 
Judicious feeding is necessary for the 
laying fowls. They should be kept with 
sharp appetites in order to compel them 
to exercise. A hen that is a little under- 
fed will prove a healthier fowl and a 
better laver than one that is given all that 
she will eat. The hen that eats a full 
meal in the morning will sit around all 
day, no matter what breed she belongs 
to. Such a hen cannot be classed as an 
egg producer. If they are fed about half 
what they need for breakfast, they will 
hunt and scratch for more, and the 
harder they scratch and the more they 
hunt the better the chances for eggs, 

Fowls should not be fed on whole corn 
if you are feeding for eggs, as it is too 
fattening, but they can be fed at night 
with wheat or oats during cold weather. 
Feed as large a variety of foods as pos- 
sible. Wheat and oats scattered in litter 
so they will have to scratch for it is very 
good for them. 


Early pullets make the best fall and 
winter layers. Hens in their second year 
make very good layers, but after that 
they should be gotten rid of, unless they 
are very fine layers and you wish to breed 
from them. The breeds above mentioned 
have very heavy plumage, and so can 
stand the cold better than a great many 
other breeds. The chicks should be 
hatched about the first of April, then 
they will become matured and commence 
to lay by the first of October. Producing 
eggs in October is not so easy as you 
would think, and it can be accomplished 
only by hatching one’s chicks at the cor- 
rect time and keeping them growing. 
The profit is sure where everything is 
correct. 

The cheapest food to feed is that which 
produces the largest number of eggs. The 
cost of the food does not matter so long 
as the eggs balance it. Green ground 
bone is far superior to grain as an egg 
producer, and the cost is no more. Ido 
not mean that bone should be fed exclu- 
sively but only three or four times a 
week with other food. The cutting of 
the food is now rendered an easy matter 
as the home cutter is in reach of all. 
About a pound of green bone is sufficient 
for sixteen hens at one time. If you can 
get one egg extra a week from each hen 
you can make a good profit with a large 
number of hens. Therefore it pays to 
feed the substances that will induce hens 
to lay. You may feed plenty of food and 
yet get but a few eggs. Green bone con- 
tains starch, nitrogen, phosphates, lime, 
and all substances that are needed to en- 
able hens to lay eggs. With warm houses, 
proper care, cleanliness, and variety of

The Perches. 


As the hens spend about half their time 
on the perches, the construction of them 
is of some importance. In times past, it 
was customary to make the perches lad- 
der fashion, the first rung near the floor 
and then higher and higher to the roof. 
Such perches are an abomination. The 
hens fight for the highest places and in 
desending they seldom use the ladder 
but generally fly from the top. 

I know a _ poultryman who has his 
roosts on a level eight feet high. Nowa 
hen flying from that height is liable to 
strike the ground very hard or get in- 
jured in striking against the house or 
other obstruction, and that is not all: just 
watch them going to roost. It isa com- 
mon occurrence for three or four of the 


stronger birds to take a position near the | 


head of the ladder, then woe be to the 
late comer. She will be pecked and 
thrown down until in desperation she 
seeks a place outside. 

Now, this can all be avoided by mak- 
ing the perches lower. 
thirty inches is about right. It is true 
young pullets likea higher seat. I have 
seen them fly up against a roof in their 
endeavors to geta better position, but 
after they fall a few times they get over 
that kind of foolishness and soon become 
reconciled to low perches. ‘They are in 
every way the best. If a bird gets pecked 
or crowded off, it walks around until it 
sees a better opening and in the morning 
they can all get down without any trouble. 

High perches are the cause of many a

| pullet acquiring the habit of high flying, 
which is very annoying. All the smaller 
| breeds, such as Hamburgs, Leghorns, 
| Minoreas and others, can fly over a 6-foot 
| fence when once they learn the power of 
| their wings. 
| The roosting poles should be flat, not 
|less than two or three inches wide. I 
| have seen perches made of 1-inch boards 
set up edgeways with sharp corners. 
| Thatisall wrong. Fowls cannot sit com- 
|fortably that way. On a 3-inch surface 
| with the corners taken off a hen can 
| spread her toes and with her claws reach 
| over the corners fore and aft. That way 
| she can balance herself ; her weight rests 
| squarely on her toes and she can sit with 
some comfort. The poles should be 
about fifteen inches apart. They should 
| be loose, so they can be taken out when 
|cleaning the house. I aim to provide 
good roosting places for my fowls and 
|then insist that they use them. Never 
allow a hen to roost in a tree, barn or 
anv other place, except the proper one. 
| With a little patience and persistance 
| they can be trained to go just where they 
| ought to.—American Poultry Journal.
